Miss  Eck- 
ard  now  took  over  the  controls. 

Twenty  of  our  crew  were  inducted  into  the  National  Beta  Club.  Those 
honored  were  Betty  Bivens,  Judy  Cook,  Fay  Young,  Marcella  Marshall, 
Frances  Miller,  Rachel  Franklin,  Hazel  Brittain,  Mary  Frances  Eggers, 
Virginia  Cobb,  Thelma  Bowman,  Earl  Brown,  Clyde  Martin,  Margarette 
Stephens,  Carl  Cook,  Valeria  Childers,  Anne  Propst,  David  Goodwin, 
Willis  Abernathy,  Albert  Abernathy  and  Frances  Houston.
